FLYER, INJURED IN CRASH, 
DELIVERS MAIL, THEN FAINTS 


Carries Cargo on Foot and by 
Auto to Postoffice After Plane 
Is Wrecked in New York. 

By the Associated Press. 

DUNKIRK, N. Y. Feb. 3.— 
Ernest E. Basham, air mail pilot 
injured when his disabled plane 
dived into the woods near Silver 
Creek, N. Y., early today, stood by 
his Government cargo until day- 
light, delivered it at the nearest 
post office, and then was taken to 
a hospital unconscious. 

Basham, one of the best known 
of the Colonial Airways flyers, who 
carries the mail between Buffalo 
and Cleveland, was flying from the 
Ohio city when his motor failed 
over Wimmer’s Woods, a mile west 
of Silver Creek and within 50 miles 
of Buffalo. With his motor dead, 
Basham said later, the plane head- 
ed for the tree tops. Basham was 
scratched badly and the wings of 
the machine were torn to shreds as 
the plane crashed to earth, but the 
contact with the trees broke the 
force of the fall. ; 


PRISONER LEAPS 10 DEATH 
ON WAY TO WHIPPING POST 


‘Visiting Justices in London See 
Man Plunge From Top of 
Tier of Cells.

LONDON, Feb. 3.—Rather than 
submit to a sentence of 15 strokes 
with the “cat.” a prisoner in 
Wandsworth fail jumped from the 
top of a high tier of cells as he 
was being led down for punishment 
today and was killed. He was 
James Edward Spiers who had 
been sentenced to 10 years’ penal 
servitude and 15 strokes at the 
whipping post for the holdup of 
two financial district cashiers. He 
had a long criminal record and for 
the last few years had rarely been 
out of prison.

COUNTER PLAN ON 
NAVAL TONNAGE 


Similar to That Proposed by 
France, Except It Divides’ 
Seacraft Into 5 Classes 
Instead of Six. 


TRANSFER ONLY FROM 
LARGER VESSELS 


British Government Slashes 
4 Destroyers. and 3 Sub- 
marines From Its Build- 
ing Program. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Feb.. 3.—The British 
delegation today formulated and 
circulated to the other five-Power 
delegates a counter proposal to the 
French tonnage plan and will sub- 


mit it to the full naval conference 
tomorrow morning. 

The counter proposal was de- 
scribed as another move forward 
toward a compromise and agree- 
ment on a plan for the limitation 
of- navies. 

The British shale recognizes the 
ultimate necessity of the five great 
sea-Power -nations fixing a total 
tonnage for each navy. This is in 
complete agreement with the 
French plan. 

The feature of the British plan ig 


that it divides om grate. ante five 


jos important point in 
British plan is that crufsers are 
lumped together in the same, Cate- 
gory b&b under the two headings 
of eight-inch guns and six-inch 
guns craft. :, 

There-is provided a very limited 
transfer down ‘ard itn the large 
cruiser class, but in the six-inch 
class there is provided a 100 per 
cent transfer downi-ard to de- 
stroyers under certain circum- 
stances which have not yet been 
disclose .. 

Under such a system tonnage 
could be transferred from a class 
of larger ships into a class of 
smaller snips but not from the 
smaller class to the larger. 

Battleship Class Stationary. 

The British plan leaves the cate- 
gories of battleship and aircraft 
carriers with’>no provision for the 
transfer of tonnage. The subma- 
rine class also is stationary. The 
five classes under the plan are: 

1—Capita!l ships. 

2—Aircraft carriers. ™ 

3$—Cruisers; (a) Bight-inch 
cruisers; (b) Six-inch cruisers. 

4— Destroyers. 

5—-Submarines. 

The British delegation expects 
other subjects than the British and 
French tonnage. plans to be inform- 
ally discussed between the vari- 
ous delegations even while the de- 
tails of these plans’are being work. 
ed, out. It is thought the first 
move toward this work was made 
this after-oon when Prime Min- 
ister MacDon: held a confer- 
ence with Secretary of State Stim- 
son, head of the American delega- 
tion, at the Premier’s office in the 
House of Co-nmons.

became known today. 

Barly last week A. V. Alexander, 
First Lord of the Admiralty, offi- 
cially announced in the House of 
Commons the deletion of two cruis- 
ers—the Surrey and Northumber- 
land—from the projected 1928- 
1929 building program. 

Three of the four eliminated ves- 
sels were to have been of the 10,-

ting’’ gesture and among British 
big navy men, called here’ the 
“blue water school,” concern is ex- 
pressed lest the Government has 
made too generous a gesture at 
this stage of the naval conference 
discussions.

SEEN BY NEIGHBOR

Lawyer Had Placed the 
Muzzle of Shotgun in His 
Mouth and Pulled Trig- 


ger With String. 


Edgar R. Rombauer, lawyer and 
former Republican political lead- 
er, shot and killed himself today 
at his home, 5142 Waterman ave- 


nue. He was 62 years old and in 
il} health, having suffered a nerv- 
ous breakdown recently. 
Rombauer’s body was found in 
his bedroom at 10 o’clock by a 
housemaid, who had heard a shot 
about~30 minutes before while 
working in another part of the 


house. She thought the sound was 
that of an automobile backfiring. 
until a neighbor telephoned that 
Rombauer’s body, slumped in a 
chair, could be ‘seen from a win- 
dow. : 

The lawyer had killed himself 
with a double-barreled shotgun, 


The thaia éomen ustented with 
Health Commissioner Starkloff, 
brother-in-law of Rombaver, who 
went to the home with City Coun- 
selor Muench. 

Rombauer suffered a nervous 
breakdown about five years ago 
and recovered. Three months ago 
he became ill again and, in De- 
cember, Mrs. Rombauer accompa-. 
nied him on a trip to South Caro- 
lina... They returned a few days 
ago and Rombauer, although very 
nervous, seemed to be much im- 
proved. When Mrs. Rombauer left 
for downtown this morning, he 
told her he planned to go to his 
office shortly. 

Besides his widow, Mrs. Irma 
Starkloff Rombauer, he is survived 
by a daughter, Miss. Marian’ J. 
Rombauer, a teacher at John Bur- 
roughs School, and Edgar R. Rom- 
bauer Jr:, of Daytona Beach, Fla. 
The funeral will be held at 3:30 
Pp. m, tomorrow from the Church 
of the Unity, 56015 Waterman ave- 
nue. 

Rombauer was a graduate of 
Central High School and Washing- 
ton University Law School. He 
was private secretary to Justice 
Harlan of the Supreme Court of 
the United States from 1890 to 
1893; Speaker of the old St. Louis 
House of Delegates from 1909 to 
1911; a reviser of the city code in 
1912. and a member of the board 
of curators of Lincoln (Negro) 
University at Jefferson City. 

He has bec treasurcr of thé 
Fresh Air Mission, president of the 
Urban League c: ° :.. Louis, a social 
service organization for Negroes, 
and chairman of the Race Rela- 
tions Committee of the Community 
Council. 

In the last presidential contcst, 
he was one of the wet Republican 
who supportel ‘rov. Alfred te 
Smith for the presidency. In the 
April, 1929, election he was an un- 
successful candidate for member- 
ship in the Board of Education. His 
law office is in the Boatmen’s Bank 
Building. .

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LINDBERGH-LOSES AILERON. 
BUT APPARENTLY 1S SAFE 


Descends on Hill About a Mile 
From the Take-Off, in Glider, 


. Near Lebec, Cal./

LEBEC, Cal. Feb. 3.—Col. 
Charles A. Lindbergh, making a 
flight in a sail plane near here to- 
day, lost the aileron from the right 
wing of the ship, but apparently 
glided to a safe landing on @ hill 
about a mile away from the take- 
off. 

Lindbergh, who camé here Sun- 
day with Hawley Bowlus, cham- 
pion American glider pilot of San 
Diego, Cal, to “play and experi- 
ment” with the motoriess ship, in 
his own words, disappeared on the 
slope of a hill ‘beyond sight of 
watchers, but he descended s0 
gracefully that there seemed little 
doube of anything but a safe land- 
ing. 

‘The aileron, which controls the 
turning and descent or climbing of 
the ship, was seen to break away 
from the wing structure after 
Lindbergh had made a perfect take 
off:and was about half a mile dis- 
tant. A dozen aviators and news- 
paper photographers shouted to 
warn him. Lindbergh, . however, 
either did not notice the loss of 
the aileron or. was little concerned 
by it. . As the sail plane soared 
over a distant hill, 
descend gracefully and. seemingly 
under complete control.

tic consumer unconscionable high 
prices for dyes necessary to carry 
on business. 

The American valuation provi- 
sion is one of the major problems 
left in the pending bill. Senator 
Hawes (Dem.) of Missouri is ex- 
pected to lead the debate for re- 
tention of the American valuation 
scheme. 

La Follette charged that there 
was a virtual monopoly in the do- 
mestic chemical and dyestuff in- 
dustry and that under the present 
arrangement the American manu- 
facturers, by agreeing on doméstic 
prices, could effectively fix the 
duties on imports. He pointed out 
that with this protection the 
Americans were able to export one- 
third of their production, by 
poundage, to foreign countries. 

“Domestic dyestuff manufactur- 
ers,” said La Follette, “headed by 
the Dupont company and the Al- 
lied Chemical and Dye Corporation, 
engaged in the most extensive and 
persistent lobbying activities that 
this Capitol has ever known dur- 
ing the enactment of the Fordney- 
McCumber tariff act. Three times 
a dye embargo was written in the 
Fordney-McCumber bill and three 
times that embargo provision was 
stricken out of the bill—twice on 
the fleér of the House and once on 
the fléor of the Benate. Notwith- 
standing the Finance Committee, 
after months of deliberation and 
investigation. had reported that 
American valuation as a major ba- 
sis of appraisement on ad valorem 
duties for all commodities in the 
tariff bill wag impracticable, the 
Senate conferees provided Amer- 
ican valuation on coal-tar dyes and 
other coal-tar products in the con- 
ference report. although American 
valuation is to all intents and pur- 
poses another term for embargo. 

Calls Valuation “Embargo.” 

“The results of the enactment of 
that legislation have proved beyond 
e shadow of doubt that American 
valuation on coal-tar dyes is an 
embargo. According to the census 
of coal-tar dyes for 1928, published 
by the United States Tariff Com- 
mission, there were 96,600,000 
pounds of coal-tar dyes, valued at 
$19,790,000 produced in this coun- 
try in 1928, while the exports were 
32,059,078 pounds, valued at $6,- 
336,278 for 1928, and the imports 
were 6,080,256 pounds, valued at 
$6,707,785 for the same year. The 
imports of dyes represent 6.3 per 
cent by poundage and 16.8 per 
cent by value of the domestic pro- 
duction, while the exports in 1928 
represent 33 per cent by poundage 
and 16.6 per cent by value of do- 
mestic production. It is therefore 
evident that 94 per cent of the do- 
mestic requirements of coal-tar 
dyes are supplied by domestic 
gpianufacturers. 

‘This legislation enacted for the 
benefit of such gigantic trusta as 
the du Pont company and the Al- 
lied Chemical & Dye Corporation, 
has discriminated against the cot- 
ton manufacturing industry, the 
silk manufacturing industry, the 
woolen manufacturing industry, the 
‘ink manufacturing industry, the 
leather industry, and the paper in- 
dustry. 

“t ask is it fair to allow these 
American industries that they be 
discriminated against in order to 
increase further the profits of such 
trusts as the du Pont company and 
the Allied Chemical & Dye Corpo- 
ration?” 

Cheaper Prices Abroad. 

La Follette quoted from a brief 
filed with the Finance Committee 
by the domestic dye producers 
through the Synthetic Organic 
Chemical Manufacturing Associa- 
tion admitting that the American 
mnanufacturers sold their products 
cheaper in foreign countries. The 
explanation given in the brief was 
that the German Dye Cartel set 
the prices and the Americans had 
to meet them. 

To offset this argument, La Fol- 
lette cited a statistic from com- 
merce department showing that 
American dyes were sold in Ger- 
Many. « 

“How are these American dyes 
breaking into the German mar- 
ket?” demanded the young Wiscon- 
sin Senator. “There is just one 
way. The American corporations 
are undersclling the Germans aft: 
er paying ocean freights and the 
cost of maintaining a selling organ- 


ization abroad. And yet these 
the gentlemen who contend that 
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they can not survive unless they 
are given the extraordinary special 
privilege of American valuation, 
which has never been accorded to 
any other industry.” 

La Follette declared that the 
profits of the American companies 
proved that they were not selling 
their products at a loss. The net 
earnings for 1928 of the E. I. du 
Pont de Nemours & Co., he said, 
were $64,097,798. compared with 
net earnings of $45,947,832 in 1927, 
and $18,312,504 ini923. 

“The net earnings of this corpo- 
ration for the first six months of 
1929 were $41,536,412,” he con- 
tinued, “approximately 33 per cent 
increase over the net earnings for 
the same period of 1928.’ 


NATIONAL HUMILIATION DAY 
OBSERVED BY 10,000 FILIPINOS 


MANILA, P. L., Feb. 3.—Yester- 
day was “national humiliation 
day.” observed by about 10,000 
Filipinos, who gathered here for 
services protesting against the re- 
cent anti-Filipino demonstrations 
at Watsonville,.San Francisco and 
San Jose, Cal. The disturbances 
at Watsonville resulted in the 
death of a Filipino. 

The meeting was orderly as the 
crowd, wearing for the most part 
black mourning bands, gathered 
at the feot of the monument of 
Jose Rizal, Filipino patriot. 
Speeches made in English, Span- 
ish and Tagalog caused many to 
weep. 

Veterans of the Filipino revolu- 
tion. in annual convention “here 
adopted a resolution, calling on 
President Hoover to protect Fili- 
pinos in America, against aggres- 
sions such as those at Watsonville. 
Another resolution indorsed the 
King Philippine independence bill.

WISCONSIN U. Ch IMINOLOGIST 
GOES TO NORTHWESTERN U, 


Prof. Clarence Muel Muehliberger Has 
Investigated and Solvcd Many 
Murders. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 3.—The criminal 
research and detective laboratory 
at Northwestern University has 
drawn into its staff Prof. Clarence 
W. Muehlberger, -who resigned 
yesterday as toxicologist of the 
University of Wisconsin. Since 1923 
Prof. Muehlberger has solved many 
murders. 

His investigations have involved 
the detection of persons, identifica- 
tion of blood, hair, dust and vapors 
causes of explosions, injurious ef- 
fects of food and analysis of water 
supplies. Because his specific duties 
were to help District Attorneys of 
Wisconsin when chemical analysis 
were required, he was called into 
the Myrtle Schaade case at White 
Water, the Pero and Moore case 
near Ashland, the Elkhorn cul- 
vert murder case, the Coffey case 
in Juneau County, the Erdman 
Olsen case and others. Maj. Calvin 
Goddard, bullet expert, will co- 
operate with Muehlberger. 

The crime laboratory is the first 
of its kind in the United States, It 
grew out of the killing of the Mo- 
ran gangsters on Valentine day, 
1929, and is financed by wealthy 
men. The laboratory is beginning 
publication of a magazine, the 
American Journal of Police Science, 
the first of its kind in the English 
language.

Official Figures Indicate Extent to Which 
Stock Market Investment Went—496 With

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—Profits 
from speculation realized by 
Americans in 1928 and reported in 
their 1929 income tax returns ac- 


tually amounted to $2,948,000,000. 
They conatistuted more than 10 per 
cent of the total individual income 
on which the Treasury collected 
taxes last year, and are’ concrete 
evidence of the extent of the spec- 
ulation In which the country en- 
gaged prior to the last stock mar- 
ket crash last autumn. 

The Bureau of Internal Revenue 
in its statistics made public today 
on 1929 income tax collections also 


disclosed that there were 206 ad- |, 


ditions to the group of those whose 
individual incomes exceeded $1,- 
000,000. In all, there were 496 in 
this class and of these 24 had in- 
comes running past $5,000,000. Al- 
together the 496 had a total income 
of $1,073,706,325, of which the 
Government collected $178,525,926 
in income taxes. 
> Gains. 


Figuring 
The total of speculative profits 
given is that which individuals re- 


ported for income tax assessment 
as “profit from the sale of real 
estate, stocks, bonds, etc., other 
than assets held more than two 
years.” On the sale of securities 
held more than two years, recipi- 
ents of large income are entitled 
te report stock market profits as 
gains of capital agsets, on which a 
lower rate of tax may apply than 
on other income. Thus there is 
some ground for placing the total ; 
of reporte. stock market profits 
of 1928 at a much higher figure 
than the tota] of the short-term 
speculation alone. During 1928, 
large income tax payers reported 
$1,843,339,000 as profits from the | 
sale of assets held more than two 
years, and this made up 6% per 
cent of the total American income 
reported for 1928. 


In round numbers the addition | 


of the sums reported as capital 
gains to the sums reported as profit 
from short term speculation makes 
the 1928 speculative ~ains $4,700,- 
060,000 or 17 per cent of the $23,- 
499,000,000 reported as taxable in- 
come. If this basis is adopted, the 
only o'her source of income in the 
United States thr‘ year hich was 
as important as speculation was 
wages nd salaries, which made up 
$10,000,000,000, or 36 per cent of 
the 1928 income reported for tax. 
Who Gets The Profits. 

Who got the 1928 speculative 
profits ig also disclosed. The 3,- 
000,000 tax payers with less than 
$5000 of gross income for the year 
took about one-tenth of the short 
term speculative procita, or $294,- 
599,000. The half-million taxpay- 
ers with income betwee. $5000 and 
$16,000 for the year reported spec- 
ulative profits of $360,000,000, or 
between $700 and $800 apiece. 
There were 265,000 persons last 
year who paid income tax on in- 
comes above $10,000 and below 
$25,000 and this was relatively the 
luckiest group in the mar'-:et, hav- | 
ing total specilative profits of | 
$699,038,000, or more than $1£),000. 
apiece on the average. This last | 
group owed ene-fifth of its total | 
income to speculative profits, above | 
the $25.000 income mark, the capi- | 
tal gains element—which also pre- 
sumably involves speculation—he-.| 
came the lai vest factor in <*$29 in- 
come tax collections.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—Ap; 
proximately 10 per cent of the to- 
tal revenue of the telephone busi- 
ness is derived from interstate 
messages, according to testimony 
today before the Senate Committee 
on Interstate Commerce. It was 
disclosed, to the committee’s ap- 
parent surprise, that when Presi- 
dent Walter 8. Gifford of the 
American Telephone & Telegraph 
Co. testified last week that only 


1% per cent of the Telephone busi- 
ness was interstate traffic, he was 
referring to the number of calls, 
not the revenues, 

Gifford registered strenuous op- 
position to active Federal regula- 
tion of interstate telephone service 
and rates, giving as his principal 
reason the negligible percentage of 
interstate traffic, and emphasizing 
that “98% per cent of the business 
is intrastate business.” He omit- 
ted to mention that the 1% per 
cent comprising the interstate calls 
furnished 10 per cent of the reve- 
nues, 

The “negligible” character of the 
interstate telephone traffic was 
further ilJuminated today when it 
was shown that total operating 
revenue from that source is ap- 
proximately $100,000,000 a year.

United States Yorktown sesquicen- 
tennial Commission has laid before 
Congress its’ recommendations for 
a celebration of the one hundred 
and fiftieth anniversary of the sur- 
render of Lord Cornwallis, Oct. 19, 
1781, at Yorktown, Va., when the 
Colonies gained freedom from 
Great Britain.

PROTECTING JACKSON BARNETT.

‘Through the 
press, books and friends visiting 
Russia, I have followed the devel- 
opments of a period in which re- 
pression has unhappily increased— 
due to the speeding up of the

struggle for socialism with its con- | 


sequent splits in the Communist 
party and the resistance of well- 
to-do sections of the peasants, and 
others, to the new program. 

“The reader should modify what 
I have set forth in this book in or- 
der to shift more emphasis upon 
the machinery and policies of re- 
pression, less upon. the liberties. 
Bureaucratism, despite the fight 
against it, has doubtless increased. 
The trade unions and co-operatives 
are more rigidly controlled at the 
top. Peasant opposition, especial- 
ly among the well-to-do elements, 
has increased—as has the repres- 
sion against them. A wave of exe- 
cutions, prison sentences and exiles 
has resulted. 

“The campaign egainat organized 
religion of all sorts, particularly 
the ‘sectarians’ and the Living 
Church, has taken on relentless 
vigor. Much of what I say of re- 
ligious freedom needs toning down. 

“The Soviet leaders regard Rus- 
sia as the object of attack at any 
time by capitalist nations. The 
steady cultivation of defensive mil- 
itary psychology has naturally. 
brought with it a continual tight- 
ening of the regime's controls, a 
stricter censorship, a greater cen- 
tralization of power—and has 
given to one man, Stalin, the 
chance to strengthen a personal, 
power wholly out of line with 
Lenin’s principle of ‘democracy in- 
side the party.” What is said both 
of the power of the party secre- 
tary, Stalin, and of the dangers of 
a narrow control of the party ma- 
chinery needs stronger emphasis. 

“Yet with all this increased con- 
trol and repression, the economic 
advances of the regime toward 
socialism leave unaffected the un- 
derlying sympathy and hope which 
this book voices. In other words, 
while I have not changed my view 
of Russia, the facts have changed 
their emphasis.”

Architect Says Pians Were Not 
Changed After O. K, by Bar 
Committee. 

Louis La Beaume, of the archi- 
tectural firm of La Beayvme & 
Klein, secretary of the Plaza Com- 
mission, said plans for the court- 
house had been subject to scrutiny 
of a committee appointed by ihe 
St. Louis Bar Association and the 
Circuit Judges, and had not been 
changed after being approved by 

them. 

“The appropriation fer the build- 
ing was made arbitrarily, and with- 
out taking into consideration what 
sort of building should be erected,” 
La Beaume said. “The Plaza Com- 
mission simply followed the direc- 
tions of the committee appointed 
by the Bar Association and Cir- 
cuit Judges who specified what 
quantity and quality of materials 
were to be used. 

“Unfortunately, architects do not 
centrol costs. A reputable archi- 
tect considers it a fe-ther in hig 
cap when he ig able to let con- 
tracts for a building at a figure 
below the estimate, but costs are 
fixed by labor and material ex- 
pense. 

The Plaza Commission, an incor- 
porate body comprised of eight 
architectural firms, has the status 
of an architect employed by the 
city to design the plaza and its 
byildings. 

J. L. Mauran of Mauran, Rus- | 
sell & Crowell, president of the 
commission, is out of the city. 
Other firms..on the commission 
are: Klipstein & Rathmann, 
Helfensteller, Hirsch & Watson.

President Kinsey of the Board 
of Publie Service, after learning 
of Judge Calhoun’s charge to the 
gtand jury, said:

Against Proposed Changes

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—Consid- 
erable bewilderment was caused 
among Senators and Representa- 
tives here by receipt of a resolu- 
tion from the Missouri Public Serv- 
ice Commission, expressing opposi- 
tion to the pending Couzens com- 
munications bill on the _ stated 
ground that it would provide for 
Federal regulation of intra-state 
rates for communications and 
power. Senators handling the bill 
said the Missouri Commission’s 
protest apparently was based on 
complete ignorance of its contents, 
and at least one of them expressed 


curiosity as to the motives behind 
the protest. 

In the first place, Senator 
Couzens, author of the measure, 
pointed out that the bill provides 
solely for regulation of inter-state 
rates. Couzens is nationally known 
for his long and strenuous advo- 


cacy of home rule of public util- 
ities, and he took especial care in 
drafting the bill not to infringe on 
the powers of State Commissions 
or local regulatory bodies. 

In the second place, he empha- 
sized that the measure would credte 
no regulatory powers that are not 
already possessed by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, but would 
simply transfer them to a new com- 
mission. 

Finally, Couzens announced a 
week ago, as told in last Tuesday's 
Post-Dispatch, that the provisions 
pertaining to regulation of power 
rates will be stricken from the bill 
entirely. This announcement ap- 
peared two days before the adop- 
tion by the Missouri Commission of 
the resolution protesting against 
regulation of power ra’ 4. 

At the office of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Interstate Commerce, 
which has been conducting hear- 
ings on the bill for several weeks, 
it was remarked that “none of the 
conditions to which the Missouri 
commission objects appear to exist. 
It seems unfortunate that its mem- 
bers did not read the bill before 
composing their protest.” 

Senator Wheeler of Montana, a 
member of the committee, ex- 
pressed a desire to know whether 
the commission had been asked to 
forward such a protest, since it is 
well known in Washington that 
public utility interests have .been 
conducting a nation-wide campaign 
to “line up” state commissions in 
opposition to the bill. Additional 
interest attaches to thijs situation 
because of the disclosure before the 
Federal Trade Commission that 
power companies contributed . tov 
ward making up a deficit incurred 
by a national convention of state 
railroad and utility commission- 
ers, and there has been some dis- 
cussion of having the Senate Lob- 
by Committee inquire into the pres- 
ent campaign to align state com- 
missions against the Couzens bill.

The explanation, as Senators re- 
peatedly pointed out, is that the 
Interstate Commerce 
makes practically no effort to ex- 
ercise its powers over communica- 
tion rates, being wholly occupied 
with the duty of regulating rail- 
roads. The witnesses ‘admitted 


that the commission had © never? 
fixed a single interstate telephone 


or telegraph rate or a single trans- 
oceanic cable or radio rate. Nat- 
urally, the companies prefer to 
have the power remain in a com- 
mission which does not exercise it 
rather than have it transferred to 
a communications commission that 
would exercise it. 

‘Incidentally. the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission itself is em- 
phaticelly on record in favor of 
the Couzens bill

Individual Pastry Tarts May Be 
Substituted for the Pie 
Pastry. 


Pie may well be called “the 
American national dish,” for it con- 
tinually receives first prize,in pop- 
ular favor, especially with men. 
Pies with fruit fillings are more 
wholesome because their natural 
fruit acids make the shortening in 
pastry and crust more digestibie. A 
supply of dried fruits is indispensa- 
ble on the pantry shelf because they 
combine so deliciously with fill- 
ings. 

Date Meringue Pie. 

For the filing use two cups milk, 
one package dates, one egg, oneé- 
fourth teaspoon salt. 

Pour milk over dates, put in top 
of double boiler and let steam 
slowly for one hour. 
a colander; add egg, salt and cin- 
namon. Put into pie pan lined 
with crust and bake 45 minutes in 
a moderate oven. 

When cooked remove from oven 
and cover with a meringue made of 
white egg and tablespoon sugar 
whipped light. Return to oven and 
brown slightly. 

Prune Pie. 

For filling use two and one-half 
cups chopped stewed prunes, one- 
fourth cup water and grated rind 
of one lemon. 

To chopped cooked prunes add 
sugar and grated lemon mnd; mix 
well and put in well lined pie plate. 
Put on top crust. pushing it to- 
ward the center and pressing off 
edges. Bake in a moderate oven 
(350 degrees) 50 minutes. 

Banana Cream Pic. 

This delicious pie is made with 
a filling made of two cups milk, 
two eggs, two tablespoons flour, 
one’ tablespoon cornstarch, one- 
fourth teaspoon salt, one-half cup 
sugar, one-half teaspoon vanilla 
and two bananas. 

Heat milk in double boliler. 
Blend flour, cornstarch and salt 
with one-quarter cup sugar. Add 
to milk and cook until it begins 
to thicken. Beat egg yolks, add 
remaining one-quarter cup sugar 
and blend with a little of hot mix- 
ture before turning into double 
boiler; continue cooking until 
thick. When cool add vanilla and 
pour over sliced bananas in baked 
pie shell. Cover with meringue. 


COFFEE DRINKING DATES 
BACK TO MEDIEVAL TIMES 


Authorities Claim the Sixteenth 
Century Saw Coffee Drinking 
Popularized. 

The drinking of coffee is a com- 
paratively modern habit. 

The now popular breakfast cup 
was first enjoyed in Abyssinia, then 


in Arabia and then by the Bgyp- 
tians and residents of the Nile 
country, who were taught to drink 
it by the Arabians, in the sixteenth 
century. 

From Egvpt the news of the vir- 
tues of coffee spread first to Con- 
stantinople, next to Venice and a 
little later to London. 

It was 20 years after the first 
coffee house had been opened in 
London that France opened its 
first “Kafe.” This was at Mar- 
seilles in 1671. 

It was centuries, however, before 
coffee became popular as a house- 


hold table drink, except in Mo- 


hammedan countries. 


BAKED iy E66 PLANT 
HAS APPETITE APPEAL 


Use one large or two small egg 
plants. Wash, cut a slice from the 
top of each and then with a strong 
spoon scoop out most of the in- 
side, leaving a rim one-half inch 
tnick. 

Chop the pulp and miz with one- 
fourth cup chopped onions, one 
end one-half teaspoons salt, one 
and one-half sups soft bread 
crumbs, two tablespoons . melted 
butter, one beaten egg and one- 
half cup grated cheese. 

Stuff this back into the egg 
plant, place the vegetable in a deep 
taking dish and cover the bottom 
of the dish with hot water. 

Bake in a moderate oven about 
an hour, or until the egg plant is 
tender. Baste several times with 
the liquid in the pan. 

Serve very hot either plain or 
with a brown sauce. 


Valencia Marmalade. 

Take six oranges, eight pounds 
sugar, two pineapples, two pounds 
dried apricots. Pare pineapple 
and dice? Pare oranges and dice. 
If dried apricots are used they 
should be soaked over night. Mix 
fruits together with sugar and iet 
stand over night. Shred peel from 
three oranges into fine pieces and 
cook in one pint of water for 20 
minutes. Strain and add this 
liquid to the fruits and boil until 
thick. 


Sausage and Bananas. 

Fry sausages until ‘brown. Cut 
bananas in halves lengthwise and 
fry in eggs and crumbs. Pour off 
most of the sausage fat, then put 
in bananas and fry until a delicate 
brown. Serve with sausage and 
garnish with lemon slices. 


Cranberry Marmalade. 
Simmer gently for 20 minutes 
one quart cranberries with one 
pound stoned dates and one pint 
water. Press through sieve, addi 
twe cups light brown sugar and 
cook about 15 minutes longer. —

IOWA, BACK IN 
BIG TEN, WILL

CHICAGO, Feb. 3.—The Univer- 
sity of Iowa’s pleasure at having 
regained its place in the Western 
Conference today was mixed with 


disappointment caused by the final 
disqualification of 11 star ath- 
letes. 

After nearly four and one-half 
hours of deliberation Saturday, the 
conference faculty comittee on ath- 
letics, in special session, voted to 
reinsate Iowa, but warned that 
Iowa still has some housecleaning 
to do. A supplemental resolution 
advised Iowa authorities it would 
not be wise to request that any of 
the 27 athletes disqualified last De- 
cember, be declared eligible for 
further competition. Eleven of the 
latter still are in school, including 
Mike Farroh, co-captain-elect of 
the 1930 Hawkeye football squad; 
Doyle Plunkett, basketball star; 
Irving Nelson, drop-kick artist, and 
Theron Boyer, track man. 

In its resolution inviting Iowa to 
resume athletic relations with the 
other nine members of the confer- 
ence, the committee stated it had 
reason to suspect that outside 
forces still were working improp- 
erly to aid Iowa athletes, but ex- 
pressed confidence in the ability 
of Iowa athletic authorities to de- 
tect and halt the practice. 

The Daily Iowan, student publi- 
cation of the university.) called the 
situation a “peace without victory,” 
and lamented that the committee 
had definitely barred the 11 ath- 
letes from competition. The ath- 
letes affected were bitterly disap- 
pointed, especially those majoring 
in physical education, who claimed 
disqualification from competition 
might ruin their chances for ob- 
taining coaching positions. 
Opportunity for immediately re- 
establishing athletic relations with 
other Big Ten scnools appeared 
limited to track and minor sports 
until 19831. Iowa’s football sched- 
ule for next season lists eight 
games, the maximum permitted by 
conference regulations.

No doubt he bore in mind 
the fact that he was only filling 
out a Presidential term. Later he 
had a thorough investigation and 
detailed report made and he be- 
came convinced thereby that condi- 
ditions warranted the anxiety of 
those responsible for the safety of 
the President. Accordingly, in the 
spring Of 1927 he vacated the 
house and went to live at No. 15 
Dupont Circle. The furniture from 
the two upper floors was moved 
down into the Bast Room and ‘the 
State dining room, after being 
properly labeled as to the place 
from which it was taken, and cov- 
ered with canvas to protect it from 
the dust of upheaval. The walls 
of the rooms on the first floor were 
hung with muslin for the same 
purpose.

One day, 
shortly after our return, the Chief 
Justice lunched:- with us and the 
President thought that. as a for- 
mer resident he would be interest- 
ed to see the changes. 

Accordingly at the conclusion of 
the meal he gave directions for the 
elevator to be run to the top of the 
house. Our guest was taken into 
every nook and corner and ap- 
peared duly impressed and dis- 
played the proper amount of en- 
thusiasm, but after he had de- 
parted the head usher who had 
been there for nearly 40 years con- 
fided to me that he doubted if the 
Chief Justice had been able thor- 
oughly to appreciate the improve- 
ments since he had not been on 
the third floor more than once or 
twice when he lived there. | 

Perhaps the housekeeper and | 
delighted in the greater conven- 
iences more fully than others. 
Hitherto space for household sup- 
plies of linen, blankets and such 
like had been inadequate and 
makeshift; now provision had been 
made for every necessity. 

The servants’ rooms with bath 
were at one end near the elevator. 
There were seven other chambers, 
some with connecting baths, a sew- 
ing room, a pressing room, a cedar 
room, a room with. wardrobes, 
cupboards and drawers for out-of- 
season clothing, a storeroom for 
the President’s personal effects and 
three open storage rooms [lighted 
by overhead windows over the 
north portico. There wasn’t a 
blind corner anywhere in the whole 
place. 

Along one side of the wide corri- 
dor were shelves with mirrored 
doors for linen in daily use and 
other supplies. On the tiled roof 
over the south portico was built a 


delightful sun room with glass on 


three sides equipped with Venetian 
shades. This I called my “sky par- 
lor” and it was understood that 
whgn there I was not to be dis- 
turbed unless for some urgent rea- 
son. A cot bed, a writing table, 
some porch furniture, a victrola 
and a portable radio provided com- 
fort and entertainment. I was up 
there with some friends the day 
that the Graf Zeppelin passed over 
Washington. On the table stood 
the radio with no tangible connec- 
tion with the outside. world bring- 
ing us music from a distant station 
while up there in the air floated 
that huge silvery man-made .con- 
veyance pringing people across the 
wide ocean. Actually I pinched 
myself to make sure that I was 
awake and not dreaming of these 
wonderful things which had been 
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her residence at the White House.

In addition to these pieccs 1! 
found a lovely old mahogany din- 
ing table with brass claw feet. I- 
had that brought up to the house 
and reconditioned, using it in the 
private dining room, but it proved 
a trifle insecure, for one morning, 
when the President was having one 
of his “farm breakfasts” and al! 
the leaves had been put in to make 
it as long as possible, it collapsed. 
After that it was taken apart, thor- 
oughly overhauled and repaired. 

The old Cabinet table on which 
the protocol to the treaty of peace 
with Spain was signed stood in the 
west end of the second floor cor- 
ridor. When the Multilateral peace 
treaty was signed in the winter 
of 1929 it was carried down to the 
East room and seryed in a similar 
capacity. I think the frame work 
of this table was of black wainut 
and the center was covered with 
dark green leather. 
three heavy leather-covered sofas 
and several chairs of /this type 
which were evidently acquired at 
the same time. . 

Distributed about the house were | 
a number of interesting pieces of 
black wainut furniture, including 
a pair of beautiful dressers having 
a mirror in the center extending to 
the floor and on each side five or 
six drawers, triangular in shape, 
which swung out on pivots.
